As you may know, since 1979 the Consortium for the 
Study of Intelligence has boon engaged in the study of 
future US intelligence requirements, as well as encourag- 
ing teaching and research on the subject in American 
universities . 

To this end, wc have organized six policy-oriented 
research colloquia on major aspects of intelligence. The 
meetings have brought together a select group of scholars, 
intelligence specialists, current and former senior 
intelligence officers and policymakers from the United 
States and abroad to examine and discuss specially 
prepared papers on ways of improving US intelligence. The 
edited papers and synopses of the discussions of each 
colloquium have been published in the series, Intelligence 
Requirements for the 1980's (Elements of Intelligence, 
Analysis and Estimates, Counterintelligence, Covert 
Action, Clandestine Collection). 

Our next colloquium will address the nature of the 
working relationship between US policy and intelligence. 
Given the significance of the subject and the scrutiny to 
which it will be subjected during the coming years, the 
Consortium will hold a two-day meeting on Friday and 
Saturday, November 9 and 10, 1984, at the International 
Club here in Washington, to begin to examine this rela- 
tionship. An outline of the program is enclosed.
